HORRIBLE TRAGEDY. 


THRESHI NG HTS W A Y TO CON­ 
GRESS. 


Mr. W . A. Oroffut, the well-known 
writer, has given the Milwaukee 
Senti­ 
nel a little reminissence regarding Gov­ 
ernor Ku^k, shewing bow the popular 
secretary of agriculture threshed his way 
to congress. ‘It is interesting as showing 
the practical sense of the man and his 
shrewdness in dealing with m en. 
When Rusk wanted to go to congress 
the iirst time there were barriers in the 
way—that is he could not get the dele­ 
gation from Pierce county which he very 
m uch needed and w&e necessary to have, 
Then follows the threshing story, told 
by one who had a hand in the scheme: 
One day the chairman of our commit­ 
tee drove around and said to Rusk: 
'Jerry,you m ust go up and see the Beas- 
leys; I hear they are against you.’ So 
up they drove and found the 'Beasley 
boys thrashing wheat with a big four- 
horse Fischer machine requiring six men. 
The chairman called them out to the bars 
and introduced them to General Rusk. 
They said little, but w -re evidently im ­ 
patient to get back to their work, for the 
machine was silent. "Bee bere, gentld 
men / said Jerry, ‘if you have any busi­ 
ness with my friend here. I will step out 
and keep the machine going.* They 
smiled lucredulonely, but be walked 
through the bars, took their places and 
said: " S ta r t'e r up!’ 
They started ’er 
u p . 
Jerry was 31) years old, and in the 
prime of bis strength. The hired men 
whipped the horses, and the old thing 
ham m ed. 
(Jerry kept the air 
fall 
of wheat. 
The brothers stared, then 
drew nigh 
and 
enjoyed 
it. 
Very 
seldom bas so much wheat been thrashed 
in halt an hour. 
When he relinquished 
bis position one of the brothers took his 
band and said* ‘General Rusk, we are 
glad to make your acquaintance, sir 
My brothers and I agree in the decision 
that you are our man for (congress, and 
they wish me to say that if you can 
thrash democrats as you can thrash wheat 
you can thresh ’em like h —?’ Pierce 
county threw its vote for Rusk, and^he 
was nominated and elected to congress 
three successive terms 
This illustrate* how practical is the 
sense of Governor Rusk.

has been a time when he did no' have the 
skill to extri3ate himself from what might 
seem to him to be a very grave difficulty.

How many of the myriads who in 
childhood have sung "There is a happy 
land, F ar, far away,” know anything of 
its writer? His name is Andrew Young, 
and he is now eighty years cf age, still 
m entally and physically vigorous, and 
retaining in all its early freshness bis 
sympathy w i'h children.

lowed, aud so the hymn was created. 
M r. Young happened to have his hymn 
performed in tho presence of his inti­ 
mate friend, Mr. Gall, a member of the 
publishing firm of Gall & Inglis. It got 
into p rin t I t has been translated into 
nineteen different languages. And yet 
the author has never received, and, in­ 
deed, has never been offered, a penny 
rem uneration. 
I t is only recently that 
Professor David Mason, referring to The 
unique influence of thi3 .lyric, stated 
most touohing incident in tho life of 
Thaokeray. W alking one day in a 'slum 
district in London he suddenly came 
upon a band of gutter children u ttirg o n 
the pavement.

Drawing nearer he heard the words 
“ There is a happy land, Far, far away 
as he looked at the ragged choristers 
and their equalid surroundings, and saw 
that their palo faces were lit up with 
thought which brought bolh forgetful­ 
ness and hope, the tender hearted cynic 
burst into tears.

Cin c in n a t i Ohio, July 29.—Gen. A. E. 
Jones, Surgeon-General of Ohio, disap­ 
peared Wednesday. 
His body was found 
this morning horribly mutilated, tied In a 
coffee-sack, in a man-hole. 
It is the most 
sensational m urder in the city’s history. 
The murder of Dr. A. E. Jones, fam il­ 
iarly known as “ Colonel” Jones, is one of 
tho most shocking occurrences that could 
have occurred in Cincinnati. 
The Colonel 
was in his 77th year, but was as active as a 
man of 50. 
He had always had an incu­ 
bation to m ilitary life, and kept it up by 
holding a connection with the Ohio na­ 
tional guard, serving for a long time os 
surgeon of 
the First regiment. 
Gov. 
Foraker, who was his neighbor, appointed 
him a member of his staff as surgeon- 
general. 
Ho had been active in public 
affairs, serving often in the municipal 
council, and had, besides, 
held several 
offices under appointment from ti}© general 
government. 
He 
was, 
perhaps, more 
widely known In Cincinnati than any other 
citizen. 
There was but a single wound. 
It was 
upon the back part of the head and slightly 
on tho right side, as if tho blow had been 
given from behind. 
The theory now prev­ 
alent is that tho murderer was Charles 
Bligh, the colored servant, and th at after 
committing tho crime ho hid the body 
until night, and then putting it into a 
grain sack carried it to its place of con­ 
cealment. 
Bligh was in the house all day 
yesterday and told of his last interview 
with the Colonel. 
When he left last night 
he said he would return at 5:30 this morn­ 
ing, but ho has not yet been found. 
A hoe 
in the staLlo bears m arks which aro pro­ 
nounced blood-staius. 
Dr. Jones left his home about 3:30 
o’clock Thursday afternoon, wearing no 
coat, his feet in slippers, aud went In the 
direction of his stable. He asked w hat time 
It was, though wearing his watch. 
That 
was the last seen of him alive. Tho family 
did not bocome alarmed until after night, 
and then prosecuted their search quietly 
until yesterday, when notice was given to 
the police. 
During tbe day yesterday a 
trail of blood was discovered opposite 
the 
doctor’s 
stable 
on 
Cemetery 
street, and, being followed, was traced to 
Park avenue, thence toutb two or three 
squares to tho j unction of Cyrus street and 
Francis lane, where on the grass was quite 
a pool of blood. 
It was here in a 
man-hole of the sower that the body 
was 
found 
this 
morning. 
It 
was 
w rapped in a horse blanket, or rather 
sewed up, so that it was drawn out by 
means of a rope fastened around it by a 
man who had been lowered for that pur­ 
pose. 
The body had been doubled up com ­ 
pactly, as if for convenience in carrying, 
and it is apparent that the trail of blood 
is th at which trickled from his wounds, as 
his murderer carried him to the place 
whero he thought would conceal forever 
the trace of 
his horrible 
crime, 
for 
ho 
hoped 
the 
water 
would 
carry 
the 
body into the river. 
It was found 
th at 
the 
doctor’s 
gold 
watch and his 
money were gone. 
This must have been 
the motive for tho murder, as tho doctor 
had not an enemy in the world. 
Tho po­ 
lice are already making arrests, 
among 
them being Charles 
Bligh, 
the colored 
hostler, who had been 
with CoL 
Jones 
about two months. 
L ater—Bligh has made a full confession 
of tho killing of Col. Jones. He claims the 
deed was done in relf-defense, Jones hav­ 
ing struck him on the head with a barrel 
stave because he did not do his work 
properly, but tho disappearance of Jones’ 
watch and money Induces the belief that 
tho m urder was premeditated. 
In telling 
his story Bligh’s manner was easy and his 
story of horror 
was told with as little 
feeling as if he had been narrating the 
most commonplace event of a dull day’s 
experience. 


TROUBLE "AT 
CINCINNATI. 


F ifteen Hundred Iloodlooins Hold a t Bay 
by a Dozen Policem en. 


C in c in n a t i, 
July 29.—Sunday was a 
regular field day between the 
saloon 
keepers and the poli'o. Of che 212 saloon- 
ists who m et at Turner hall last week, all, 
with the exception of about forty, tried to 
keep open. 
In consequence there were 
about ono hundred and fifty arrests. 
The 
police had orders to re-arrest all who a t­ 
tempted to re-open after bail was given, 
but there were not more than thirty cases 
of this kind. 
By far the greater part of 
th e saloons were to all appearances closed. 
Druggists were not perm itted to sell soda 
water, lemonade and cigars. 
Over the Rhino two or three riot* took 
place. 
A t Fifteenth and Vino streets the 
police undertook to arrest a man for dis­ 
orderly conduct. 
A crowd of 1,500, com- 
Dosed chiefly of hoodlums th at infest that 
neighborhood, quicidy gathered and set 
upon the pol'ce with clubs and fists, and 
ono policeman was badly beaten, his scalp 
being cut, 
but ho was 
not seriously 
injured. 
About a dozen policemen kept 
the crowd back with their clubs while an 
officer arrested the man. 
Throughout the city tho work of the 
police was admirable. 
The entire force of 
the city was on duty. 
Most of these, how­ 
ever, were hold in reserve a t the various 
station houses in case of an outbreak. 


proceedings of the striking coal-miners at 
Kangley, near this city Saturday night 
has caused forebodings of further trouble. 
It was the Kangley miners 
who at the 
time of the trouble a t mine No. 3 
shaft 
Sere a few weeks ago marched in solid 
phalanx, stroug, aud defied the sheriffs 
of two counties and fifty 
deputies, and 
upon different occasions since that timo 
the Kangley men have been out bent on 
mischief. 
E Saturday night, headed by 130 women, 
the whole mining population of tho town 
aside from the families of tho forty or 
fifty men at work marched to tho shaft of 
the Star Coal cpmpany and with muskets 
loaded with buckshot and salt and with 
revolvers, clubs, and stones defied tho 
miners from below to come to tho mouth of 
the pit. 
When three men climbed up the 
ladders they were roughly handled j.n.l 
the others were afraid to come up. 
For 
more than two hours the mob held full 
sway, and hut for the fact that a blinding 
storm came up, ’tho rain falling and tbe 
lightning flashing with unabated fury, tho 
frightened miners m ight have suffered a 
hard fate. 
Duputy Sheriff Hugh Hall, who went 
from this city to disperse tho mob, 
could 
do nothing to quell tho excitement, and 
but for the storm the worst m ight have 
happened, for the 300 people were thirst­ 
ing for blood, which wouid certainly havo 
been shed had they not been driven away 
by the rain. 
Kangley is comparatively 
without police protection and the mob was 
therefore able to organize without excit­ 
ing much suspicion. 
Nearly tho whole 
population being miners and in sympathy 
with tho views of the strikers no attem pt 
was made to thw art their thorough organ­ 
ization and no one outside of the village 
had been apprised of their intentions. 
It is feared that they may renew their 
threats to injure the mon and destroy tho 
property of those who will not join them 
in the strike. 
Sheriff Morrissey of Ottawa 
with Hugh Hall and other deputies are on 
the ground prepared for anything that 
may corno up, but tho strikers alo deter­ 
mined that these forty mon shall ceaso 
work, and as they are a reckless lot of 
foreigners thoro is likoly to bo trouble. 
Company A Fourth regim ent of Streator 
left today for Springfield to go into camp, 
and it is tho general impression that thoro 
will be trouble at Kangley beforo many 
hours.

M UNICIPAL CORPORATIONS. 


Tho Census Bureau at W ashington W ants 
a Correct List of Them. 
S p r in g f ie l d , 111., July 29.—Tho Sec­ 
retary of State is in receipt of a commu­ 
nication from 
the 
census bureau at 
W ashington asking for a correct list of 
all the municipal corporations in the 
State, big and little, whether they are 
incorporated under tho law or simply 
exorcising 
municipal 
functions. 
Tho 
Secretary, on undertaking tho task, found 
that tho list en file is incomplete, having 
never been corrected since 1873. 
Tho law 
requires county clerks, whenever a muni­ 
cipal corporation is formed, to send to 
the Secretary of State a certified an J 
attested description thereof, but in a largo 
number of instances the county clerks 
have failed to perform their duty in this 
respect. 
It is thought that there aro 
about IOO municipal corporations in the 
State that have no record of their organi­ 
zation at the State capitaL The Secretary 
of State Is sending out circulars to county 
clerks asking for complete lists of tho 
municipal 
corporations 
within 
their 
respective counties. 
These citlos, towns, 
and villages that are not regularly incor­ 
porated have no legal status.

KILLED 
HIS W IFE. 


After Sending a B a llet Into H er Body 
Christian W clm an Slays H im self.

Chicago, July 29.—The storm which 
swept 
across 
tho prairies and struck 
Chicago Saturday night was fiutboufc » 
parallel in the history of this section of the 
country. 
The records of the local signal 
service station show nothing approaching 
Saturday night's deluge. 
From 6:30 to 
9:80 four and twelve-one hundreths inches 
of rain fell. 
It is impossible to estimate 
the damage with any degree of accuracy. 
Hardly a house in the city escaped tho 
fury of tho storm. 
Buildings were blown 
down, 
basements 
flooded, 
plate glass 
windows shattered and valuable shade 
trees uprooted or broken by tho fury of 
tho gale. 
It is safe to say that tho loss 
will reach into the hundreds of thousands. 
To give a list of the business houses and 
storekeepers whose stocks were damaged 
would be to almost republish the business 
directory. 
Not a building in the business 
district escaped, and in many instances 
the loss will reach $5,000. 
The windstorm which accompanied tho 
tremendous fall of water was inpst violent 
in the southwestern section of the cit}'. 
It 
leveled eight or nine buildings, killed at 
least eight persons and filled the streets 
with wreckage. 
One of tho first buildings 
to crumble before the terrific gale was a 
now tjhree-story brick building at Twenty- 
first and Leavitt streets. 
The bricks fell 
upon a cottage at 747 Twenty-first street, 
and crushing the frail structure into frag ­ 
ments, instantly killed seven members of 
the Bock and Ferdinandus families. 
Two 
others were fatally injured. A row of five 
two-story new brick buildings at Rockwell 
and Sixteenth streets were also in the 
path of the hurricane. 
Four of tho houses 
were leveled and two workingmen, who 
had sought refuge in onq of the doorways, 
wero buried in tho wreckage. 
It was 7:20 o’clock when a terrible gale 
of wind struck a three-story brick building 
which stood at tho corner of Leavitt street, 
and which had not yet been roofed; it top­ 
pled and fell on the cottage at 747, crush­ 
ing it as though it were pap^r and burying 
tho inmates beneath tho rums. 
The three front rooms of the cottage 
were occupied by Cornelius Ferdinandus, 
a Hollander, and his family, consisting of 
his wife, Reka, find five children, the old­ 
est a girl of 12 and tho youngest an infant 
of I yqar. 
In the three rear rooms lived 
Charlet Bock, a German laborer, his wife, 
Amelia, and thrco children, tho oldest 0 
years of age.

in the United States just at present. 
“ In the first place,’’ he said, “ this syn­ 
dicate is not operating with English capi­ 
tal altogether. 
Money from all sections 
of the continent pours into London for 
the purpose of investing in American en­ 
terprises. 
The roasou for it? 
Well, the 
truth is that there is a widespread impres­ 
sion 
throughout 
the 
money 
centers 
of Europe that tho 
whole 
continent 
is drifting 
in tho direction 
of war. 
This 
idea 
is 
growing rapidly 
and 
is causing 
a 
withdrawal 
of 
money 
from enterprises throu&hdut Europe.

G lacial M onsters. 
P hiladelphia, Pa., July 29.—The bark 
Ivigtut, which arrived yesterday from 
lvigtut, encountered a rem arkable stormy 
and perilous passage, 
occupying in all 
forty-eight days, during which forty-seven 
iceburgs wero passed. 
She sailed on June 
Cth, and on that day became fast jammed 
in an ico pack, the arca of which could not 
be determined from aloft. 
As far as the 
eye could reach, nothing but a long waste

seen. 
Little or no headway could be 
made. 
For seven long days and nights, 
amid great sufferings, the battle with tho 
ice continued, and finally the craft found 
herself gliding through clear water once 
more. 
The following day the thermome­ 
te r gave indications of ice again, and it 
was but a short time until twenty-five tre 
mendous glittering monsters loomed up 
in full viow. 
On the loth seventeen bergs 
equally as largo wero sighted, and on tho 
16th five were seen.

ried the Ivigtut beyond further obstruc­

T he Salm on Crop Is Short. 
San F rancisco, Cal., July 29.—The 
July salmon circular issued by the John­ 
son-Locko Mercantile company estimates 
the total Columbia river salmon pack to 
tho end of tho season at 288,000 cases, which 
includes 30,000 cases of steel-heads, re­ 
ducing the regular pack to 258,000 cases. 
This indicates a shortage of 86,000 cases as 
compared with tho season of 1888. Alaska 
advices to July 13 indicate a shortage in 
the season’s catch there, but no definite 
figures of the total catch have yet been 
published.

“ In reply to my inquiries from Pro­ 
hibitionists, female suffragists, and rep­ 
resentatives of other sentimental and semi­ 
political organizations, asking admission 
to, or what action will be taken by the 
coming greenback convention on the ques­ 
tions they represent, I desire to say that 
it is the almost unanimous opinion among 
national greenbackers that tho national 
greenback convention to bo held at Cin­ 
cinnati Sept. 12, confine its declaration of 
principles to the questions of restored 
fraternity and a spirit of true American 
nationality among the entire people ^ p o s i­ 
tion to tho dangerous sectional ism of a solid 
North and solid South; to paym ent of 
public debts according to original con­ 
tracts under which they wore issued; to 
the money, land, 
and 
transportation 
tfusts; board of trade gambling in and 
m aking prices for American farm pro­ 
ducts; English control over tho volume of 
our money; English capital m anufacturing 
or handling products of American labor, 
and to such other questions as affect the 
m aterial interests and welfare of the 
American people and free government.' 
The letter then says that trade and 
commerce is languishing for want of more 
money, and declares that the application 
of greenback principles would stimulate 
business and increase the prosperity of the 
laboring classes and of the m erchant and

THOUSANDS OF APPLICANTS. 


C lvil-Service exam in ation * A bout to B e­ 
gin In Largo C ities. 
W ashington, July 29.—Chief Examiner 
W ebster of the civil-service commission is 
actively engaged in preparing papers for 
the civil-service examinations that ar© to 
'be held during the month of August in 
some of the large cities. 
These exam ina­ 
tions, ho says, indicate the rapid growth 
of the civil-service, 
for they will bo far 
more extensive than any that have been 
held since the organization of the com­ 
mission. 
In 
New York city there are 
more than 2,400 applicants for federal 
jobs.and as not more than a hundred can 
be examined in a day it will take nearly a 
month to ascertain how many of them are 
suitable for government service. 
About 
1,5')0 of the applicants w ant to be mail 
carriers. 
In Chicago the examinations 
will begin Aug. 6 and last two weeks. The 
recent annexation of adjacent territory 
by th at city calls for greatly increased 
postal service and 650 Chicago men are 
applicants for appointm ent as carriers, 
while as many more desire clerkships in 
the postoffice. 
There is a proportionate 
increase in tho number of applicants for 
exam ination at Philadelphia, Cincinnati, 
and St. Louis.

D ew itt Talmage, D.D., of Brooklyn,N. Y., 
preached in this city Sunday.

are standing in the Philippian dungeon. 
Do you not feel the chill' Do you not hear 
the groans of those incarcerated ones who 
for ten years have not seen] tho .sunlight, 
and the deep sigh of women who remember 
their father’s house and mourn over their 
wasted estate? 
Listen again. 
It is the 
cough of a consumptive, or the struggle of 
one in the nightm are of a great horror. 
You listen again and hear a culprit, his 
chains rattling as he rolls over iii his 
dreams, and you say: 
“ Cod pity the 
prisoner.” 
But thoro is another sound in 
that prison. 
It is a song of joy and glad­ 
ness. 
W hat a place to sing in! 
The music 
comes winding through the corridors of tho 
prison, and in all the dark wards tho whis­ 
per is 
heard: 
“ W hat’s that?

It is the song of Paul and Silas.

can not sleep. 
Thoy have been whipped, 
very badly whipped.

“ Get out of this place Leforo there 
is another earthquake; put handcuffs ami 
hopp’.es on these other prisoners lest they 
get away?” 
No word of that kind. 
His 
compact, thrilling, tremendous answer, 
answer memorable all through cai th and 
heaven, was: 
“ Believe on tho Lord Jesus 
Christ and thou shalt bo saved.” 
Well, 
we have all read of the earthquake in 
Lisbon, 
in 
Lima, 
in 
Aleppo, 
and 
in 
Caraccas, 
but 
we 
live 
in 
a 
latitude 
where 
severe 
vol­ 
canic disturbances aro rare. 
And yet 
we have seen fifty earthquakes. 
Here is 
a man who has l>een building up a large 
fortune. 
His bid on the money m arket 
was felt in all the cities. 
He thinks lie 
has got beyond all annoying rivalries in 
trade and he says to himself: “ Now I am 
free and safe from all possible perturba­ 
tion.” 
But in 18:17 or in 18>7 or in IST!! 
national panic strikes the foundations of 
tho commercial world and crash goes all 
th at magnificent business establishment. 
Here is a man who has built up a very 
beautiful borne. 
His daughters have just 
corno from tho seminary with diplomas of 
graduation. 
His sons have started in Ufo 
honost, temjierato, and puro. 
When the 
evening lights are struck there is a happy 
and unbroken fam ily circle. 
But there 
has been an 
accident down at Long 
Branch. 
Tho young man ventured too 
far out into tbe surf. 
The telegraph 
hurled the 
terror 
up 
to 
the 
city. 
An 
earthquake 
struck 
under 
the 
foundations of that beautiful home. 
The 
piano closed; tho curtains dropped; the 
laughter hushed. 
Crash! go all those 
domestic hopes and prospects and expecta­ 
tions. 
So, friends, we have all felt 
tho 
shaking down of some great trouble, and 
there was a time when we were as much 
excited as th s man of tho text, and we 
cried out as he did: 
“ W hat shall I do? 
W hat shall I do?” 
The same reply as 
th at the apostle made to him is appropri­ 
ate to us: Believe on the Lord Jesus Christ 
and thou shalt be saved.”

w hat it is made of and where it was made 
and what it is.

who this is you want mo to trust in you toll 
me he was a very attractive person

No sooner did Jesus appoar than 
the little ones jum ped from their motlier’ 
arms, an avalanche of beauty and love 
Into his lap. 
Christ did not ask John to 
put his head down on his bosom; John 
could not help but put his head there 
suppose to look a t Christ was to love him 
Oh, how attractive his m anrer! 
Why, 
when they saw Christ coming along tho 
street they ran into their houses, and they 
wrapped up their invalids as quick as they 
could and brought them out that He might 
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must leel His warm Ciood dropping on 
each cheek while it looks up into the face 
of His anguish. 
And so the cross must 
tie lifted and a hole Is dug on tho top of 
Calvary. 
It must be dug three feet deep, 
and then tho cross is laid on the ground, 
and tbe sufferer is stretched upon it, and 
the nails are pounded through nerve and 
muscle and bone, through the right hand, 
through the left hand, and then they shake 
his right hand to see if it is fast, and 
they heave up the wood, half a dozen 
shoulders under the weight, and they put

As a resident, even for a brief time of 
this metropolis of the upper waters of 
the Mississippi, it would be disloyal to 
say that the twin cities are jast a little 
overstocked with population, yet just at 
present, times are quite doll and the la­ 
boring classes feel the pinoh the most.

Marshal Hogan, who is also the weed 
commissioner for the city of Janesville' 
desires property owners and tenants to 
examine their premises and destroy all 
noxious weeds iu accordance with law 
He trusts this will be attended to without 
farther notice. In oasa property owners 
neglect to destroy the weeds, the marshal 
will be compeled to make complaints, 
when trouble and costs will sorely fol­ 
low. Tbe first and second sections of 
the law reads: — 
“Section I. Every person and corpo­ 
ration shall destroy upon all lands which 
he or they shall own. occupy or control, 
all weeds known as Canada thistles (ce­ 
sium arvense), burdock (lappa officinalis), 
white or ox-eyed daisy (feucanthemum 
vnlgare), snap dragon or toad flax (lin- 
aria vulgaris), cocklebur! 
(zanthmm 
strumarium), sow thistle (sonohns aryen- 
sis), sour-dock and yellow-dook (rnmex 
onspns), at such time and in snoh man ­ 
ner as shall effectually prevent them 
bearing seed. 
In like manner shall he 
or they also destroy any of the above- 
mentioned weeds standing or grow­ 
ing as far as the center of tbe pnblio 
highways, lanes or alleys adjoining the 
lands owned or controlled by him or 
them. 
Section 2. If the occupant of any snoh 
land shall fail to destroy snob weeds bb 
so required after having six day's notice 
in writing by any commissioner of nox­ 
ious weeds, snoh occupant shall be fined 
five dollars for tbe first offense and ten 
dollars for each offense thereafter.’’
